NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—A sweep- 
ing statement declaring his person- 
al stand for the eight-hour day in 
industry and condemning the 2- 
hour day and the seven-day week 
as “unnecessary, uneconomic and 
unjutsifiable,” was issued yesterday 
by John D. Rockefeller Jr. Z 

The statement appears in the form 
of an article signed by Rockefeller 
in the current issue of the Survey 
Graphic and follows an arraignment 
of working conditions in certain oil 
fields of Wyoming in the same mag- 
azine by R. S. Lynd, who spent three 
months investigating conditions. 

The statement is the second with- 
in a week that Rockefeller has given 
out in behalf of the laboring men. 
The previous one, issued last Wed- 
nesday, took up the cudgel in the 
interest of coal miners of Somerset 
County, Pa., and particularly those 
employed by the Consolidation Coal 
Co., of which he is a stockholder. 

Calls Them Unjustifiable. 

“I believed that, generally speak- 
ing, the 12-hour day and the seven- 
day week should no longer be tol- 
erated in industry, either from the 
viewpoint of public policy or of in- 
dustrial efficiency,” the o!fl mag- 


ment. “I believe that both have 
been proven to be unnecessary, un- 
economic and unjustifiable.”’

terday what she witnessed the day 
Mrs. Meadows was killed. 

Mrs. Caffee told how Mrs. Phillips 
purchased a small hammer the day 
before the killing and this brought 
from Mrs. Phillips a denial with the 
statement: “Now, Peggy, tell the 
truth. You know you bought the 


hammer.” 
After purchasing the hammer Mrs. 


Caffee said Mrs. Phillips told her she 
had heard her husband, Armour 
Phillips, was “going with another 
'girl.” That night the witness and 
Mrs. Phillips drove to the apartment 
of Mrs. Meadows, but Mrs. Meadows 
(was not at home. Both the witness 
and the defendant remained all night 
at Mrs. Caffee’s apartment. 

Had Several Drinks. 

In the morning they started for 
Long Beach, a suburb, from which 
Mrs. Caffee was working, the witness 
said. While waiting for a train, Mrs. 
|} Phillips went to the telephone, say- 
‘ing, according to the witness, she 
was going to ‘“‘call and ask if he 
‘had a little drink.” 
| Arriving at Long Beach, she tes- 
| tified that they went to an apart-

STRIRING SHOPMAN 
FATALLY SHOT BY 
UNIDENTIFIED MAN 


Chester R. Delgman, 26, Dies 
Short Time After Being 
Wounded on Street—As- 
sassin Escapes. 


NO PROVOCATION, 
WITNESSES AGREE 


Police Working on Theory 
That Slayer Had Been 
Working in Place of a 
Striker—One Arrest Made. 


Chester R. Delgman, 26 years 
old, a striking car repairer of the 
Rock Island Railroad, died at 8:15 
o'clock last night at the city hospital 
from a bullet wound inflicted at 6:30 
Pp. m. at Adelaide avenue and 
Broadway by a man who escaped. 

Delgman was unmarried and lived 
with his brother: and sister-in-law, 
Mr. and Mrs. Elmer Delgman, 3035 
North Twentieth street. He had 
served with a company of engineers 
in Germany with the Army of Occu- 
pation. 

The versions of the shooting ob- 
tained by the police from persons in 
the vicinity differ in important de- 
tails, but all are agreed that Delg- 
man was shot without provocation, 
and the police are working on the 
theory that the assassin was or had 
been working in the place of one of 
the striking railroad shopmen in 
North St. Louls. 


Strike Breaker Arrested. 

Acting on this theory, they arrest- 
ed a strike breaker last night who 
had quit work Thursday after re- 
porting that he had been beaten by 
union pickets. He was given a pass 
to Horton, Kan., but had not left 
the city. This man denied knowledge 
of the shooting and asserted that he 
was not in North St. Louis when it 
occurred. 

Some of the witnesses said Delg- 
man crossed Broadway at Adelaide

and ran one block south and escaped

PRIMITIVE ESKIMO 
TRIBES ARE FOUND 
BY RASMUSSEN 


Inhabitants in Northern Baffin 
Land Live Without 
Fires.

COPENHAGEN, Oct. 
tive tribes of Eskimo who had never 
seen a white man were encountered 
by Knud Rasmussen, the Danish ex- 
plorer, in a trip of 3000 kilomete”s 
from Admiralty Inlet in the northern 
part of Baffin Land to Yath-Kyed 
Lake, Keewatin. Extremely primi- 
tive and unable to obtain blubber, 
these new-found Eskimos dwelt in 
snow huts without heat. 

There was every indication that 
they were inland tribes, which led 
Rasmussen in his report, made pub- 
lic today by the committee of the 
fifth Thule expedition to Arctic North 
America, to indorse the theory of 
the Danish professor, Stensby, that 
the Eskimos were originally Indian 
tribes who became lost ‘in the North- 
ern wildernesses. 

When Rasmussen came upon the 
Eskimos in his recent journey they 
hid their womenfolk and children 
and made ready to defend them- 
selves until he saluted them in ‘the 
Eskimo tongue. Immediately thcir 
attitude changed. ‘The women and 
children tumbled out of their hiding 
Places and men embraced the ex- 
plorer, showering their simple hos- 
pitality upon him. 

They were of a decidedly lower 
stage of civilization than the Green- 
landers, but Rasmussen was able to 
collect a valuable store of their leg- 
ends and folklore. 

The winter climate he encoun- 
tered was even more harsh than 
that of Greenland, both for men 
and animals.

Please add codicil to my will, 
giving my fur coat now stored at 
Roos’, also my jewelry, watches, 
stickpins, etc., also all my guns, 
pistols, fishing rods and revolvers, 
wherever they are. Two guns, I 
think, are in Mr. Fawuntleroy’s 
vault. I do not think Mrs. Ed- 
gar will object to this. Thank 
you so much for all your patience 
during our consultations. Ss. 
Edgar. Mrs. Edgar has instruc- 
tions as to my funeral arrange- 
ments. 

In the note to his lawyer, Edgar 
neglected to state to whom the pro- 
posed codicil referred. 

“Pum” and “Ruby,” mentioned in 
Edgar's letter to his wife, refer to 
himself and Mrs. Edgar's sister. 
“Pum” was Edgar’s nickname, and 
“Ruby” is Mrs. Edgar’s sister, Mrs. 
M. D. Chapman of Chicago, former- 
ly Miss Ruby Shotwell of St. Louis. 
Mrs. Edgar, following her separation 
from her husband, visited Mrs. 
Chapman in Chicago. 

Dr. Smith said he had been treat- 
ing Edgar for several months for 
heart trouble and hardening of the 
arteries, and that when he last saw 
him, Thursday night, his condition 
seemed to be improved.

Married Life of Edgars 
With Disagreements.

She was Miss 
Katherine Shotwell and was Edgar’s 
third wife. The most serious disa- 
greement before the final separation 
was in 1914, when they lived apart 
for a time, later becoming recon- 
ciled in New York. 

Edgar was a familiar figure in

MINGO MINERS TO BE 
TAKEN TO UNION FIELDS 


United Mine Workers Prepare to 
Move Tent Colony of 1000 
Men, Women and Children. 


By the Associated Press. 


WILLIAMSON, W. Va., Oct. 28.— 
Officials of the United Mine.Workers 
yesterday initiated preparations to 
move hundreds of miners and their 
familfes to union coal fields, as a 
consequence of the official abandon- 
ment of the bituminous strike in the 
Mingo field. i 

“The tent colony Is populated by 
approximately 1000 men, women and 
children,”’ said R. D. White, interna- 
tional organizer. ‘‘We do not intend 
that these people shall spend a third 
winter of hardship.” 

Decision by mine workers’ execu- 
tives to call off the strike was 
reached at Indianapolis several days 
ago, it was reported here today. 
First announcement was contained in 
a letter from International President 
John L. Lewis. Lewis pointed out 
that the strike hag cost the union ap- 
proximately $2,000,000. . 

Coal operators declared that this 
is the first time the United Mine 
Workers ever admitted defeat in an 
attempt ta organize new territory. 
The strike in the Williamson field 
was inaugurated in an effort to 
unionize the great coal sections of 
Southern West Virginia and Eastern 
Kentucky. The Mingo field was re- 
garded as the strategic center and it 
became a battleground. 

Several fights took place during 
the period of the strike. At Matte- 
wan, on May 19, 1920, 10 men were 
killed and several were wounded. 
The dead included seven private de- 
tectives and the Mayor of the vil- 
lage. Federal troops were twice sent 
into the district and the Kentucky 
militia was on duty. in Pike County, 
the border line. 

During the 28 months of the strike 
there were 30 known deaths. Fifty 
persons were wounded. Mining 
equipment destroyed by dynamite 
and fire was valued at a quarter of a 
million dollars. Four State police- 
men and a member of the Kentucky 
militia were killed. One outgrowth 
of the strike was the killing of Sid 
Hatfield and Ed Chambers on. the 
courthouse steps at Welch. Violence 
reached its crisis in May, 1921. 

State officials have declared that 
the miners who participated in the 
armed march on Logan County in 
August, 1921, had Mingo County as 
their objective. A score of officers 
and miners were kilféd or wounded 
in that battle, and C. Frank Keeney, 
district president of the mine work- 
ers, is on tria] at Charlestown on a 
charge of being a murder accessory.

Oysters a la Poulette 


AKE two dozen oysters, yolks 


butter, one tablespoon lemon juice, 
one cupful oyster juice, two table- 
spoons flour, one _  tablespoonful 
finely chopped parsley, salt. pepper, 
and celery salt to taste. A few drops 
of onion juice may be added. Scald 
oysters to the “cockling” point in 
their own liquor. Drain and save 
liquor. Keep oysters and strained 
liquor hot. Blend butter and flour in 
saucepan over fire; when smooth add 
cream and oyster liquor, and stir 
constantly until thick. Remove 
saucepan from fire and all the beaten 
yolks of eggs. Return to fire and 
cook until it thickens, but do not 
allow it to boil. Add the seasonings 
and oysters, and serve at once with 
garnish of parsley and mushrooms
